SENATOR LYNCH: Mr . Sp e aker, and members, this is a bill that
does not, I repeat, does not have any money in it. It is a bill
that would simply provide the same ground rules for the Douglas
County-City of Omaha Building Commission as we passed this year
for the Lancaster County-Lincoln B uild i n g Co mmiss i on . The
language in both bills are the same. The bill that provided
this vehicle for administering the City-County Building in
Omaha, though, in Douglas County was vetoed. I don ' t know why
both weren't vetoed but only one was. You figure it out, and I
won't take any more of your time. I respectfully ask that you

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you. Discussion, Senator Hall.

SENATOR HALL: Thank you, Mr. President. Very briefly, I filed
a similar motion to Senator Lynch and withdrew t hat , si n ce he
was the introducer of the bill, but as he stated, this provision
just extends the life of the Building Commission in Omaha. Ith ad a 20-year l i f e - s p a n . I think probably now, more t han ev e r ,
it is needed to be continued. The buildings that are there, the
Hall of Justice, Civic Center that is in place, that is jointly
operated by this Building Commission between the county and the
city will continue in some form or fashion, whether y ou c on t i n u e
its existence in statute or not. I think the prudent thing to
do is, so that they are not left in limbo, is to continue this
existence, allow them to function in the manner that they have,
and that is all this bill does. I think it passed with 46 green
lights and no opposition, if I remember. I could find no reason

support the override on this veto.
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
